Bracken County His¬ 
torical Society is tak¬ 
ing this opportunity to 
give our citizens an up¬ 
date on the twenty-three 
sites and homes listed 
on the National Register 
of Historic Places which 
are located in this county. 
Most of the research for 
the designated sites was 
completed several years 
ago by individuals in Au¬ 
gusta. This outstanding 
group was energized by 
a local history enthusi¬ 
ast, Elizabeth Parker, and 
the results of their work 
remain intact for further 
generations. 

The most noted area 
listed is Augusta Riv¬ 
erside Historic District 
or Water Street Historic 
District which encom¬ 
passes Riverside Drive 
from Ferry Street on the 
west to Frankfort Street 
on the east. These homes 
and structures are listed 
on the Register because 
of their historical sig¬ 
nificance, many of them 
built in the first quarter 
of the 1800s. This dis¬ 
trict was listed in 1975 
and noted for its previous 
Native American former 
village. 

Also, in Augusta, is 
a second district, named 
in 1984, is the Augusta 
Historic District which 
comprises a four-block 
area in the center of town 
from just south of River¬ 
side Street on the north, 
including Fourth Street 
on the south, and from 
Williams Street on the 
west to Street on Frank¬ 
fort Street on the east. 
This district is noted for 
its architectural appear¬ 
ance and significance 
as well as commerce 
and government - even 
though all the houses do 
not date to the early or 
mid-eighteen-hundreds. 

Within the city lim¬ 


its of Augusta are sites 
listed separately for their 
cultural and business re¬ 
lated significances: Au¬ 
gusta College Historic 
Buildings, including 205 
Frankfort Street and Au¬ 
gusta Independent School 
lot at 204 Bracken Street; 
J. R. Minor House at 
204 Second Street, list¬ 
ed in 1984; Baker Vine¬ 
yard and Wine Cellar 
for agriculture purposes 
at 4465 West Augusta- 
Chatham Road on KYI9 
North, just before KY8, 
listed in 2007; Bak¬ 
er Vineyard and Wine 
Cellar, noted for com¬ 
merce, architecture, and 
military listed in 1974; 
Janies Weldon House 
at 417 Third Street, not¬ 
ed for its Gothic archi¬ 
tectural style; Confed¬ 
erate Monument - site 
#BKA-164 - in west Au¬ 
gusta on the south side 
of Payne Cemetery adja¬ 
cent KY8, listed in 1997 
for its social history; the 
Brothers-O’Neill House 
or Kelsch House at 308 
Seminary Avenue, list¬ 
ed in 1984 and noted for 
its Bungalow-Craftsman 
architecture; the Alfon¬ 
so McKibben House at 
204 Fourth Street, listed 
in 1984, noted for its Ital- 
ianate architecture; the 
Evan Griffiths Grocery 


at 415 Railroad (Third) 
Street, listed in 1984; and 
the Wells-Keith House 
located at 411-413 Third 
Street, listed in 1984 and 
noted for its architecture. 

There are a few indi¬ 
vidual sites in the north¬ 
ern section of the county: 
leaving Augusta along 
East KY8 is the George 
Barkley Farm listed 
in 2003 - site #BK21 - 
where “White Burley To¬ 
bacco “ was planted and 
credit is given to Bark¬ 
ley for its success; two- 
story Stone House just 
off south KY435 on Gar¬ 
rison Road, before the 
large bridge over Big 
Bracken Creek, listed in 
1987 and noted for its 
F ederalist architecture. 
In the southern part of 
the county is the Stroube 
House on KY 616, list¬ 
ed in 1987 and noted for 
its Federal architectural 
style. 

Returning to Augusta 
and heading west on KY8 
to Turtle Creek, there is 
the former location of 
N ative American-F ort 
Ancient burials - Turtle 
Creek Site #15BK13, 
listed in 1985 - Prehis¬ 
toric Madisonville Phase 
and Fort Ancient funer¬ 
ary; Mordecai Chalfont 
House off KY8 west of 
Augusta, also known as 


the Wells family “Rock 
House”, listed in 1987; 
and Snag Creek, listed 
in 1985 - site #15BK2 

- a Prehistoric-Fort An¬ 
cient village and funer¬ 
ary near the former Wil¬ 
low Grove and south of 
Meldahl Dam. 

In addition, along 
west KY8 is the Rock 
Springs Warehouse - 
The Grange, listed in 
1985, a stone-foundation 
bam and former distillery 
near Wellsburg. Travel 
South on KYI 159 to the 
Walcott Covered Bridge 

- White Bridge listed in 
1975 over Locust Creek 
at KY8 and KY1159, 
noted for its architecture, 
engineering, and trans¬ 
portation; and the former 
Bradford School House 
on KYI 109 just south of 
Bradford, listed in 2003. 

Returning to Augus¬ 
ta, travel south on KY 
19 to the former site of 
the Bracken County 
Infirmery, located just 
north of Chatham, list¬ 
ed in 1979, but no longer 
standing; take KY875 
or Asbury Road East to 
Hillsdale Road and travel 
a mile to a black-topped 
drive (Private Proper¬ 
ty - Do Not Enter), on 
top of the hill is the farm 
and historic 1816 John 
Gregg Fee House, listed 
in 1980. 

If you own a home or 
business listed separately 
or in a district on this list, 
you are eligible to pur¬ 
chase and display a Na¬ 
tional Historic Register 
marker on the outside of 
your home or business. 
There are several compa¬ 
nies listed on the Internet 
which sell these plaques 
and they are available in 
various sizes and pric¬ 
es. The historical society 
does not place these or¬ 
ders and does not recom¬ 
mend a particular site.

Looking Back: The First Women s Missionary Society -1925

“If you vote for this 
organization,” said one 
Kentucky gentleman 
of the Southern Bap¬ 
tist Women’s Mission¬ 
ary Union, “God only 
knows what the wom¬ 
en will do. Nobody on 
the face of this earth 
will be able to manage 
them, and we will be in 
danger of them wreck¬ 
ing our whole business 
(the church).” This 
Kentuckian was right. 
No one could have 
imagined the impact of 
the WMU on any Bap¬ 
tist Church, including 
Willow Baptist Church! 

The first society 
was organized in 1905, 
through the Union As¬ 
sociation of Baptists 
and held in the public 
school near the church. 
The successful reor¬ 
ganization of the Wil¬ 
low WMU was held on 
April 8, 1925, with 25 
ladies present as char¬ 
ter members. Officers 
were: Cora Hedgecock, 
president; Linna Clark, 
vice president; Birdie 
Hedgecock, secretary; 
Grace Bradford, trea¬ 
surer; and Dessie Per¬ 
kins, missions leader. 
One of the first mis¬ 
sions projects was to 
order cans from the Or¬ 
phan’s Home and to fill 
them with fruit and re¬ 
turn to the Home. The 
society flourished and 
missions-especially the 
Lottie Moon Foreign 
Missions, were an es¬ 
sential part of their giv¬ 
ing, with their first of¬ 
fering being $9.50. The 
group continued active¬ 
ly for many years, but 
the effects of age and 
lack of energy played 
a role in the final days 
of Willow’s first WMU 
organization. The last 
Baptist women’s meet¬ 
ing of the Rose Mar¬ 
low Society (renamed 
in 1964) was held July 
20,1983, at the home of 
Hattie McKinney with 
seven members present. 

Mrs. Hannah “Dol¬ 
ly” Cummins, bom in 


1872, was an integral part 
of the Women’s Mission¬ 
ary Society at Willow. 
Hannah Cummins, was 
one of ten children, was 
born in Willow to Joseph 
and Lucindy Johnson 
King. 

She attended elemen¬ 
tary school at Neave and 
finished her high school 
education by correspon¬ 
dence. She was baptized 
at age 17, and married at 
age 19 to George Cum¬ 
mins, and they were the 
parents of one son Guer- 
ney Cummins. After her 
husband’s sudden death 
in 1893, she went back 
to school and began 
teaching—in Pendleton 
County, Hall School on 
Neave-Milford Road, Lea 
School at Stonewall, Wil¬ 
low Grove and Willow. 
Mrs. Cummins became 
Willow’s first superinten¬ 
dent of summer Sunday 
School - which was most 
unusual for a woman to 
hold this position in the 
Baptist Church. She held 
the position of president of 
the WMU for many years. 
She attended Georgetown 
College, along with her 
son Guerney and took a 
two-year home economics 
course, later doing practi¬ 
cal nursing. 

On Mother’s Day 
in 1921, while walking 
across the road from her 
home to Sunday School, 
she was injured by an au¬ 
tomobile, and the acci¬ 
dent left her a cripple for 
life. Miss Dolly was quite 
independent and a little 


headstrong as was told 
in the story that when 
the church installed 
modem pews, she re¬ 
fused to sit in them and 
each Sunday sat in her 
own little chair which 
was placed at the end of 
the pew. That chair is 
still a part of the Willow 
Baptist Church. 

Until her death in 
1965, Hannah Cum¬ 
mins served her church 
in many ways - Sunday 
School teacher, superin¬ 
tendent, church modera¬ 
tor, president of WMU, 
and even janitor for five 
years. Her grandchildren 
were Guerney T. Cum¬ 
mins, Jr., Jean Ware, 
and Marjorie Peacock, 
all deceased. Her great¬ 
grandchildren currently 
living in this area are 
Barbara Ware, Brooks¬ 
ville, Tommy Ware, 
Cynthiana, Sally Cum¬ 
mins Kalb, Brooksville 
and Candy Cummins, 
Northern KY. 

Our present church 
is built on the site 
where her home once 
stood. Miss Dolly was 
widely respected, and 
she played an important 
role in the formation of 
a future WMU, lovingly 
called the Hannah Cum¬ 
mins Chapter, which 
will be featured in next 
week’s article. 

This is the Fourth 
in a series of articles 
that will look back on 
the history of the Wil¬ 
low Baptist Church.

This system con¬ 
sists of cathodically pro¬ 
tected steel pipe, polyeth¬ 
ylene pipe, and readily 
identified above ground 
facilities.

To ensure this, the 
City has programs to 
monitor the natural gas 
distribution system in¬ 
cluding but not limited 
to regularly scheduled 
compliance inspections, 
leakage surveys, and cor¬ 
rosion control.

Natural gas meters 
are located above ground.
